Bnidahiiw says ho made a quick effort to 
got his .own shot gun which he always 
keeps in tho house, but when he got to 
the duoi1 England hud had disappeared. 


When Bradshaw's condition waa dis- 


covered ho wus first taken to Lincoln, 
when Dr. Little dressed the injuries. 
At tho request of Mr. Bradshaw Con- 
stable Howe at Latham arrested tho 
England brothers anil as stated they 
wpro brought to Docatur and lodged in 
jail. Dr. Ira N. Barnes attended Mr. 
Bradshiiw laat night and again to-day. 


The motive for the attempt to kill 


Eradahuw is not dollnitoly known, but 
Bradshuw declares it was to get him out 
of the way. Possibly it waa planned to 
kill him, escape, and lot the public won 
dor who could have murdered the old 
man.

I just 
had time to see Alvin with two or three 
jumps disappear around the 
houEO, 


whence he had come. Didn't know 1 
was shot in tho back. Saw I was bleed- 
ing, and when I came to, I went to the 
corner of the sitting room, IG feet from

gun. That 
is 
all I can remember 


until 1 found myself standing at one end 
of the porch, leaning against the house. 
Don't know how long I had been stand- 
ee there. I eaw drops of blood on tbe 
porch. Can't tell just what time it r js. 
It may have been two hours after I was 
shot. As far as I know there was but 
one shot fired. I got to the home of my 
son, John, half a mile distant; took my 


there and loft it; was there about 


ive minutes, when John took me to 
Latham, where I was placed on the 3 
o'clock train and taken to Lincoln.

didn't have my gun before Alvin fired at 
mo. I got it afterward. Here the court 
was shown where the shot had entered 
the arm and back of Mr. Bradshaw. 


NOTES. 


John Bradshaw, son of the wounded 


man, was in the city to-day. 
He told a 


story picturing the scared conduct of 
tho England brothers at Latham after 
the shooting, and how both fled when 
the constable got after them. 


Mr. Bradshaw on his arrival in Deca- 


tur last night went to the office of Jus- 
tice Peddecord, who swore out the state 
warrants for the England brothers. 
They will have their preliminary trial in 
a few days. 


Robert Patterson has land in Austin 


township adjoining the Bradehaw place. 
Both gentlemen are well acquainted and 
are good friends. 


The attack on the old man has caused 


a sensation in the vicinity of Latham' 
while in Decatur, where the Bradshaws 
are well known, the murderous assault 
has aroused considerable indignation. 


SHOT IN A FAMILY ROW. 


LINCOLN, III., July 29.—Near the village 


of Latham, m this county, lives Jack 
Bradehaw. He owns 1200 acres of land 
and is worth over 8100,000. 
He has a 


wife to whom he has not spoken for 
years, notwithstanding they live together 
undei'the admo roof. 
They have three 


children 
grown—two 
sons 
and a 


daughter; the latter married Henson 
England, 
who 
has 
a 
brother 


namedrAlvie. A free-for-all quarrel had 
been gfring on, and at noon to-day Alvin 
England called on Bradshaw with a gun 
and when a few words passed shot him. 
Tbe old man received the load in his 
arm. He quickly entered his house, 
procured a gun, and started in pursuit 
of his would-be murderer, but could not 
overtake him. Bradshaw was brought 
here, had his wounds dressed nnd or- 
dered the arrest of England, which was 
accomplished 
this 
evening. 
The 


wounded man claims it is a conspiracy 
to take his life and divide his property.

Delia, Eppstem Struck by a Street 


Car and Killed. 


From Monday's Dally. 


Sunday e^emng at about 5 o'clock a 


sad fatality occurred on the City Electric 
street car line in the 800 block on North 
Water street. The victim of the acci- 
dent was Delia Eppstem, aged 7 years, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs Samuel Epp- 
itein, of 996 North Water Btret>t, who 
ately moved to Decatur from Fayette, 
Missouri. 


It appears that Delia, with her little 


six-year-old brother and two Greenburg 
children were playing on the side- 
walk 
in the

OD the

street, opposite the Miss Webber busi- 
ness block. Street car No. 8, in charge 
of Noah Davis, the motorman, was ap- 
proaching rapidly from the south going 
out Water street. The car was under 
full headway to make the switch juet 
beyond Marietta street, when Delia 
suddenly left the 
sidewalk and ran 


across the street in front of the ap- 
proaching car. Before 
she 
could 


reach the east rail the lower beam of the 
daah board struck her on the head, 
whirling her about. Her dress caught 
on 
a bolt 
of 
one of the 
trucks 


and 
she was 
dragged along with 


the 
car 
until 
it 
was 
stopped. 


The car 
went 
nearly ninety feet 


before it was stopped. 
The little girl 


was dead when she was picked up. Her 
neck was broken, her shoulders were 
fractured, her left leg and one arm 
broken, he breast crushed 
in 
and 


her body 
was 
badly 
bruised, 
es- 


pecially about the head. Tho body was 
taken to the Eppstem home, and Mr. 
Davis at once telephoned for a physician, 
Dr. H. C. Jones responding To the sum 
mons. 


Mr. Davis claims that he was taken 


completely by surprise by the action 
of

walk and running across the street 
in front of tho car. He had no thought 
that they would do such a thing-. Davis 
wus completely unnerved by the accident 
and quit woik.

on the east side of the street. She was 
speaking of this car (No. 8). The car 
was about two blocks off. She was on 
the street when she said "I will beat the 
car across the track.'' 


Abie Greenbury, a boy, testified: The 


car was on the other end of the block 
when Delia said she would beat the car 
across the track. The car dragged her 
past four or five houses. 


THE VERDICT. 


The verdict of the jury was to the 


effect that Delia Eppetein came to her 
death by being struck by car No. 8 of 
the City Electric Street railway while 
attempting to cross the company's tracks 
in front of car No. 8 on North Water 


street, Sunday afternoon between Brad- 
*ord and Marietta streets.

GROWTH OF A BEARD. 


On Reaching a Certain Length tho Hair 


Becomes Brittle and Splltn. 


If you are proud of a fresh shave and 


a smooth face you visit the barber at 
least twice a wnelc or probably every 
other -day. 
Suppose you commenced 


this practice at the age of 17 and con- 
tinue it up to the age of 70, have you 
any idea of the total length of the 
beard that would be removed in tlml 
time? If your beard prows as rapidly 
as that of the average inun you must, 
have about one-fifth of an inch removed 
each \veek, or 10 1-5 inches each year. 
Between the ages of 17 and 70 years 53 
years must intervene, and each of these 
63 years gives almost a, foot of bem-cl 
growth, or a total of B30 inches, ex- 
clusive of fraction, or, to be more 
exact, exactly 44 feet nncl 2 inches ol 
beard I 
The above is all figured on the 


assumption that the filaments of the 
beard maintain their average growth 
of one-fifth of an inch during the 
period mentioned, which, of course, is 
out of the question. There is all the 
difference in the world in beard growth. 
Some men will raise a "stubble field*1 
one-fourth of an inch in length, while 
another will hardly raise enough to 
roughen his face. Then, again, we do 
not wish to be understood as saying 
tbat a man would grow a half a hun- 
dred feet of beard in a lifetime, pro- 
vided he never shaved. 
On the con- 


trary, the average man would not grow 
more than 2X feet. 
On reaching a 


length of IS or 30 inches the beard in- 
variably becomes brittle or slits nncl 
after this the growth is very slow oi 
ceases entirely.—St. Louis Republic.

HANGED HER LOVER. 


Romnrknblo Crlmfl Committed by a Jral- 


ous Texas Girl.

confession of Bessie 'Harris on the wit- 
ness stand tho full details of Ihe crime 
came out. She said that Blackman had 
been courting her for EODIO time against 
the wishes of her parents, and that tho 
latter through their talk caused her to 
become insanely jealous of the young 
men. Her father finaly arranged with 
her to put Blackman out of the way. 


On the night of the killing she met 


Blackman, and they went for a walk. 
She detained her loTer in a lonely 
place until her father arrived with a 
rope, and they then told Blackman that 
thoy were going to hang him. 
The girl 


states that Blackman did not offer any 
resistance while the rope was being 
placed about his neck, and that she tied 
the knot with her own hands. 
Then, 


at the command of her father, Black- 
man climbed a tree and swung himself 
off. "He died very easily," concluded 
the girl. "After he was quiet I cnt the 
rope and let his body down to the 
ground." The girl and her parents are 
held for murder.

New Method of Irrigation. 


Champaign Gazette: Mr. CharlesMit- 


tendorf, a truck farmer living on the 
outskirts of Champaign, has devised a 
method of irrigation which is novel and 
effective. In tho first place he waters 
his ground from underneath instead of 
from tho top as is the usual mode. Ho 
built a big tank on tho highest point on 
his farm and there dug walls which he 
thinks will lurniah water for all time. 
Windmills will force tho water from the 
wells into the tank. A system of pipos 
is buried under the surface. These are 
six-inch iron pipes and run east and 
west. Every nine .feet along one of 
these lines is connected sower tilo lat- 
erals which are twelve inches under tho 
giound. In this manner the entire 
three acres nrp netted with underground 
water conduits. When the gates are 
opened at tho tunic the water rushes out 
through the pipes into the tile and then 
seeps up through the loose joints into 
the earth. 
The full capacity of the 


tark, 1,000 barrels, is in this way dis- 
tributed over the ticld in half an hour. 
During the, dry season this field will be 
flooded every ton days. In tho recent 
hot weather when other fields wore 
dusly his was damp and an inch under 
the surface he could roll the earth into 
iriub balls.

Posts in the stato have signified their 
intention to be present, and others will 
report later.

Thrilling History of a Locomotive

olis Jail Accused of the Murder 
of Little Ida Gebhard—In Banger 
of Mob Law.

rents, was visiting friends at Indianap- 
olis, disappeared suddenly last Saturday. 
Tuesday evening her body was found in 
a tool chest in a barn not far from 
whero they were visiting. A man by 
the name of John Linson was arrested 
for the crime and for a time there was 
da,nger of his being lynched. He is an 
old locomotive engineer and is woll 
known to the fraternity.

Webb of the Big Four says Linson did 
not reach Indianapolis until Sunday, 
and it is thought he was in Urbana, 111. 
Saturday. If those things be true he 
will bo released of course. That he 
should be arrested for this crime adds 
another page to a remarkable history. 


LINSO^'S WONDEKFUL HISl'OBY. 


Chicago Tribune: Linson has a won- 


derful history which was learned this 
afternoon when the effects of tha opium 
left him. He is a pronounced opium 
fiend and is considered crazy by many. 
He is known all over tho country as 
Jack Linson, the man who followed 
Frank Reynolds, a wealthy Easterner, 
through four continents for years, and 
finally found him in the Palace Hotel 
dining-room in San Francisco, when he 
shot 
him 
nine 
times, 
with 
i'OO 


guests as witnesses to the murder. 
A foiv years ago the newspapers Jof 
Amoi'ica printed 
columns about the 


affair. Linsoa <s not 
yet 50 years 


old, but is a physical wreck on account 
of his troubles and looks to be fully 00. 
His sister was attending school in a Bal- 
timore convent ten years ago, and was a 
friend of Frank Reynolds' sister. Roy- 
uolds got Miss Linsou to leave the con- 
vent, had a mock marriage porforned, 
and after living with the girl three 
months deserted her. Miss Linson com- 
mitted suicide and her brother, now "old 
Jack Linson'', gave up his position as en- 
gineer and oflicer in the Brotherhood ia 
orilet to run down her betrayer. At Par- 
korsburg, Va., when ho saw the-dead 
body of his sistor he made an oath to kill 
Reynolds. He placed detectives on Rey- 
nolds' trail, but was kept from overtak- 
ing tho man by the latter's money, which 
was used to bribe the Jetectivos. Lin- 
son followed Reynolds to California,buck 
to New York, and thenucross tho ocean 
Through England, France, aud Germany 
ho was close on Reynolds' trail but al- 
ways too late to reach him. Reynolds 
returned to America and sought to es- 
cape Linson by going to Brazil. For an 
entire year Linion followed him thro'igh 
South America and then went back to 
California. 
Reynolds fled to Australia, 


with. Linson after him. At Sydney he 
was arrested and Reynolds escaped back 
to America.

The report was 
given ont that Linson was in London 
und Reynolds came out of his hidiu 
place in Sun Francisco. Linson in di] 
foront disguises traced him from the 
theatres to the hotels and finally located 
him in the dining-room of tho Palace 
Hotel. In telling his story t.o Chief of 
Detectives Splann to-day Linson be- 
came almost frantic. In describing how 
he had murdered Reynolds ho said: 


"The (place was grand, with many 


lights and full of people, but I did not 
not heed tho 200 women who were in 
there. I went straight up to tho bar 
ami grabbed him around the throat. I 
shot him nine times. I don't remember 
the details, but they said at the trial 
that I felt his pulse to see if he was 
dead, and then tired at him a jam. I 
•was tried three times, and though my 
lawyers wanted me to play crazy I re- 
fused. I thought if I did not have jus- 
tification for what I had done I was will- 
ing to be hanged. Finally 
they con- 


victed me and sentenced me to tho 
prison for life, One of my lawyers was 
afterward made governor of California 
and I'waa pardoned after I Iiad been in 
there for six months. If that record is 
against mo, God help me. I killed him 
to avenge my innocent sister, and moth- 
er up in heaven is smiling at mo now for 
it. Now I'm accused of another crime. 
I'm not guilty, not guilty; do you hear? 
My God, I'm afraid I'll go crazy again 
1 can't live without morphine. I must 
havo morphine to keep me alive."

lars wore coined, while during the same 
period 334,088'513 dollars in gold were 
coined, or one hundred times as much 
gold in denominations of one dollar and 
upward as there wore coined of silver 
dollars. Assuming each gold dollar to 
havo two arms and each silver dollar to 
havo two arms to walk "arm in arm," 
estimated upon the coinage of these 
years, each silver arm would have 100 
gold arms hanging to it. Judged by 
Mrs. Cougar's picture, this must have 
been a wierd waltz. Those are facts 
from which there is no escape, and yet 
this is the class of statements these sil- 
vovitea are trying to gull their hearers 
on. 


Some of them, including Mrs. Gougar. 


who seem to be as familiar with the 
question as she is, aro also talking about 
the -'crimo of 1873." When that alleged 
crime was committed, the crime which 
they say was committed against silver 
and against tho debtor class and in the 
interest of tho creditor class, tho silver 
dollar intrinsically was worth 103 cents 
as measured by gold which makes it ap- 
pear strange that, tho money lender 
should trouble himself to secure the 
pasaago of a bill to prevent the debtor 
paying hie debt in silver dollars worth 
103 cents apiece. The facts are that 
nobody hoard of or cared for tho "crime" 
until, intrinsically tbe amount of silver 
in a silver dollar was not worth 100 
cents, and then only those who wanted 
cheap money began howling about it, 
und since that hour the cheaper silver 
got the bigger tho howl, and yet not 
ono of tho howlers while they would ac- 
coptSSO inpayment in gold but would be 
insulted if offered 50 silver dollars in 
payment of a debt.

Fifth—That by 1818 or thereabouts 


our gold had practically disappeared and 
tho mutter was taken up by congress. 


Sixth—Thut this finally resulted in 


tho coinage act of 1834, which reduced 
tho amount of pure gold in our coinage. 
Theio being nor.e in circulation thero 
would need bo norecoinage. 


Seventh—That from tho time gold 


begun to be more valuable than silver 
wo were on a silver basis, up to 1834. 


Eighth—That the coinage law of that 


year bungled tho matter of tho uitio. 
Hilver WHS n little more valuable us bul- 
lion than its taco. Silver wont out of 
the country, and gold staid. 
\Vo wcro 


practical!} on u gold busis from 1834 on- 
ward. 


Thut is to say the bimiitallic standard 


provided by law was a failure, because 
tho gold dollar and silver dollar had 
different actual values us bullion. Ihe 
more valuable wout out, the less vnlu- 
uble staid. We wore oa a silver stand- 
ard from about 1805 to 1834 and on a 
gold standard thereafter. 


These facta dispose of Coin's claims of 


bimotalism during all tbis period.

regarded by many Iho haidest. Natur- 
ally one man accomplishes much moro 
when working by the shock than when 
fie is engaged by the day or month. 
It 


is oftentimes a harvest for tho poor man. 
He may put to work all his boys who 
are over 12 years old and very often his 
faithful wife alows herself to be drafted 
into the service. Together they may be 
able to put up 100 shocks of corn a day. 
One man has frequently scored that 
number but not when tho stnlks were as 
big as they promise to become this sea

Refused to Leave the Place.

of here, was the scene of a bloody race
